into one bodie, It was anſwered bythe Col. 
ledge of Sonth/ayers, that'it portended the 
vaiting of the three parts of the world, 
(which then were only knowen) Aſie, Africke, 
and Exrope.into one Empire z Grande ſpei#s- 
cu/am (laith mine Author) & quod prandia 
fignificautt ; This was in the yeare afcer the 
worlds Creatiop 3923. and after the building 
of Rome, 711. about 41.yeercs before thein- 
carnation of our blefled Sauiour, 1M. £m 
line Lepidaas , and L. Munat. Plancus being 
Conſils, The ſucceſle proued it true; for 
ſhortly after, ſo much ot rhe world, as was 
. either knowen, or worth conquering, ac- 
knowledged the Soueraigntie of the Romane 
Empire: Had theſe lately ſeene three Sunnes, 
(whereof I amrto ſpeake) appeared but twen- 
tie yeares ſooner, wee might peraduenture 
hauc hoped they had bur foretold, what wee 
| haue ſince foumd true, The happie vnion of 
theſe three mightie Kingdomes, in our bleſ-

And to paſſe by many other; thoſe three. 
Sunnes which were ſeencat Hapdebarge vpon 
the 21. of March 1551. about ſeuen of the 
clocke in the morning, accompanied with ſe- 
uen Rainebowes : and the three Moores ap- 
pearing the night of the ſame day : thethree 
Sawwnes appearing againe inthe ſame place, 
the 2 1.0f 4prif following,accompanied only 
with three Rainebowes, might probably bee 
thought to fore-ſbew the ſtraight yþ c, 
which (by the command of Charles the ffch 
Manrice the Duke of Saxozy;and Albert Mar- 
quifle of Brawdenbarge laid againſt that Citic 
by the ſpace of fifteene' moneths ; whereby

What ſhould I ſpeake of the three Swrnes 
appearing ouer Y7ariwn a little Cirtic in Do- 
ringiathe tenth of Februarie1555.

Vpon Saturday the 22. of Decemberlaſt, 
at Tregnic, a market-towne in Cormewall, well 
knowen to Corniſh men , in reſpe& of his 
neereneſſeto Falmoath, about cleuen of the 
clocke before noone, the Suwne being vnder a. 
cloud, ft was obſcrued that from the bodie 
of the Sunne there proceeded a niore {catte- 
red and diſperſcd light than was wont, asif 
che bodice of the Planet had beene greater 
than it had formerly beene: Bur'this being 
attributed only to the brightneſſe of ſome 
cloud betweene him and vs. little notice was. 
taken thereof, till about.a quarter of an 
houre after, this diffuſed light ſeemed to com- 
center, as it were, and gather to three heads, 
which in ſhort ſpace appeared to the view of 
the beholders tobe three Sunnes, of equall 
luſtre and brightneſle, and placed as neereas

. greatlight, as that the eycof mancould nor 
talten vpon any one of them morethan ano- 
; ther, 
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ther, And yet which is remarkable, the 

light ofthe day was not increaſed, other- 
wiſe than ina cleare Suune-ſhineday, at 
ſich time of the yeercit is accuſtomed to 
be; ſothar they who were in their houſes 
could not , by reaſon of any ſuch ſymp- 
tome, take notice thereof, ) | * 

This firange and extraordinarie fight 
made the people / who were aſſembled 
there in great-mumber that day, as being

Thelc ſeuerall 
fearefull noyſes were againe and againe re- 
newed ir the ſame order, till at length, 
withan horrible and extraordinary cracke 
of thunder, there fell in a ground of one 
Robert Pierce, where there were diuers 
worke-men planting apple-trees, (which 
round lay neere the houſe of one Maſter 
George Chidley) athunder-bolt, ifI was ſo 
call it, being a ſtone of three foot and an 
halfein length, of two foot and an halfe in 
bredth, and one foot and an halfe inthick- 
neſfe, the ſubſtance whereof was.in hard- 
nefſe and colour not munch vnlike a flint,as 
appeares by many: peeces thereof, which 
are ſhewed. vp and downe by many credi- 
ble and honeſt Gentle-men,who-with their 
own hands brake them off from the maine 
ſtone.

In Sowdrio, the Sentinels that 
were {asaforefaid) appointed to watch in 
rhefſteeple maderelation,thar in the nighe 
they heard in the Church: of 8. Gerwaw, a 
great murmuring and noyſe; as if it had 
beeneof many people, earneſtly reaſoning. 
and diſputing about ſome great and ſeri- 
ous matter: and that from the bodie of 
the Church, there ſhone vp into the ſtee- 
Pea great light; whereupon the Sextinels, 
iphring their candles, went to goedowne 
into the Church, ro ſee what the matter 
| was : Butasthey were going downerheir 
light was blowne out., and they going 
backe to light ir againe, it was againe 
blowne out, with greater noyſe and vio- 
lence than before. And ſuddenly, the 
light which was in the Church ceaſed, and 
the waits of the elocke fell downe, andthe 
bell was tolled ten times, as it is accufto- 
med to be done, incaſe of giuingan 4t- 
arme, which thing was beard of many. 

In T:rano likewiſe there were ſome fuch - 
blowes giuen to the greater bell; In fo 
much, that the 44agiftrate ſent ſuddenly'to 
ſee what it meant : bur hee found that it
